Death of E, D. O'Flynn. 


One of Our Oldest Residents and a 
Prominent Citizen Passes Away. 


After months of failing 
health, death overtook one of Madoc’s 
oldest, most prominent, and most 
highly esteemed citizens in the serson 
of E. D. O'Flynn, on Saturday last, 
April Ist. 

Edmund Duckett O'Flynn was born 
at Fredericksburg, Lennox County, in 
the year 1831, and was consequently 
74 years of age. He came to Madoc in 
1841, and some years later taught 
school in this village, He also served 
for a time at the printing business, in 
the Intelligencer office, Belleville, 
under Mackenzie Bowell, In 1852 he 
engaged in mercantile business in 
Madoc, which he conducted with 
marked suecess for oyer 25 years. 
Retiring from this business, he opened 
the first Banking institution in 
Madoc, and until a few years ago re- 
mained at the head of the banking 
firm of E. D. O'Flynn & Sous. 

In politics the late Mr. O'Flynn took 
an active part for many years. He 
was a staunch Liberal, and contested 
North Hastings against Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell in 1874, being defeated by a 
narrow margin. In 1876 he contested

Before the rush of spring work begins 
eyerything possible should be done to 
put the implements, waggons, tools, 
harness, etc.—eyery article the far- 
mer uses—into a state of good repair.

Do not try to get along with insuf- 
ficient help. This year the number of 
immigrants coming into the country 
who are willing to work on farms is 
likely to be in excess of the demand. 
If you have not already secured men

Bureau of Farm Labor, Parliament 
Buildings, Toronto. 


Now is the time to complete your 
inventory of live stock. Examine 
each animal in yourherd with a criti- 
cal eye. Do not keep unprofitable 
animals any longer than is absolutely 
necessary. One of the leaks in the 
business of farming is through un- 
Benatar animals. Weed them out. 
You will probably lose something on 
them, but make that loss as light as 
possible by disposing of the culls with 
the least delay,

Do you wish to keep your boy on 
the farm? If so, give him a chance; 
give him some responsibility; help 
him to manage some portion of the 
stock, and allow him to have a share 
of the profits. Thousands ot boys 
leaye the farm because their fathers 
have not taken them into partnership, 
and they have no interest in the farm 
work. The brightest boys should be 
the farmers of the future. The pro- 
fessions are overcrowded now, while 
farming is the one profession which 
has ample room for brainy, higbly- 
educated, aggressiye men, 


The necessity of having asmall yege- 
table garden cannot be to strongly 
emphasized. | Select some Bact roua 
near the house, and giye it throngh 
cultivation, that it may require the 
minimun of attention during the 
growing season. A few cherry, plum, 
and, if possible, peach trees, properly 
placed, will occupy yery little room, 
and in a short time will yield a good 
crop of excellent fruit for family use. 
A few berry bushes should also be 

lanted; but the main thing is to 
1ave an abundance of vegetables, No 
farmer's family can afford to do with- 
out these, 


Scrub bulls are the curse of Cana- 
dian agriculture. Avoid them as you 
would a plague. At the present time 
there are any number of pure-bred 
bulls in the country, which should be 
used. The farmer who decides this 
year to breed only from the best and 
continues this policy will find in a few 
years that the individual animals in 
his herd haye doubled in value. If 
you wish to raise beef animals breed 
beef types; if dairy animals are your 
ideal, breed to dairy types. Do not 
mix them. Someexperts claim that 
dual-purpose breeds are best, but the 
ayerage farmer had better give them 
slight encouragement. It may pay to 
keep two distinct herds—one for milk- 
ing, the other for beef—but to breed 
the two types together is a mistake. 


How many farmers allow rubbish of 
one kind and another to accumulate 
about their places. Neatness and 
order are habits of the mind, and the 
farmer should try to cultivate those 
habits by keeping his premises in 
‘*ship-shape.” It is a good fplan to 
have a rubbish heap, where articles of 
little or no yalue can be placed. This 
heap, however, should be so situated 
that it does not become an eyesore. 
Articles of questionable value should 
be destroyed. To keep old iron, broken 
machinery, worn-out implements,etc., 
around the farm buildings gives the 
whole place an unsightly appearance. 
Spend a day or two in picking up the 
rubbish and then keep it picked up, 
and the farm will please you better, 
as well as attain a higher value in the 
estimation of your visiting neighbors. 


It is probable that there is an 
annual loss of fully three million 
bushels of oats in Ontario through the 
injury to the crop caused by smut. 
This could be largely prevented if the 
seed oats were immersed for twenty 
minutes in a solution made by mixing 
one pint of formaldehyde (formalin) 
in from forty to forty-tive gallons of 
water. ‘This solution hasthe power of 
killing the spores of smut and leaving 
the oats uninjured. Ifthe treatment 
is made several days before ape 
takes place, the oats should be apron 
on the floor and thoroughly dried, 
butif it is made immediately before 
sowing, itis ony necessary to parti- 
ally dry the seed. Great care should 
be taken to prevent smut spores from 
bags, bins, grain seeders, ete., be- 
coming mixed with the oats after the 
formalin has been used, This treat- 
ment is easily performed 
tively cheap, and very Ce 
if thoroughly performed,

The County Treasurership Changes 
Hands. 


Belleyille, April 2.—One of the old- 
est municipal officers in Ontario—per- 
haps the very oldest in length of con- 
tinuous service—closed his official 
career on Friday eyening, when Mr, 
Thos, Wills, ex-M. P. P., County 
Treasurer of Hastings, retired to 
priyate life. Mr, Wills, who is in his 
eightieth year, had faithfully seryed 
the county for more than fifty-three 
years—twenty-six years as County 
Clerk and the remainder of that long 
period as Treasurer, Mr. Wills was 
elected in the Conseryatiye interest to 
the {Ontario Legislature in 1875, and 
served his term, but did not offer for 
re-election. He isstill hale and hearty 
and the good wishes of the people, 
irrespective of party, will be with him 
in his retirement. The new Treasurer 
is Mr. Burnham Mallory, of Sidney, 
who has for several years been con- 
nected with municipal affairs in his 
township, and as a member of the 
County Council for several years past.

It is not always an easy matter 
for an inexperienced cook to boil a| 
ham so that, while perfectly well 
done, it is not in the least ragged 
or stringy, and will cut to excellent 
advantage. Neither is it possible to 
jformulate an infallible rule for the 
| cooking. Some cooks weigh the ham 
and putting it into cold water, wait 
until it boils, and then time it fif- 
teen or twenty minutes for cach 
Pound. But even this rule sometimes 
fails, for the ham may cook more 
quickly under certain conditions than 
others. 

But in case the ham must be boil- 
ed, it is well to plunge it in cold 
water enough to cover it well, bring 
} it gently to a boil, and then cook it 
slowly, being sure that it never gets 
off the boil, but being equally careful 
at no time to let it boil furiously. 
Twenty minutes for each pound, 
cooked according to these directions, 
should bring the ham out in good 
condition. 


Sut a housekeeper who has had 
trouble with boiling hams, says she 
will never boil another. She has 
been experimenting and has come to 
the paradoxical conclusion that a 
boiled ham is best baked. She uses 
frst of all care in the selection of 
the ham which she is going to cook. 
Next she trims off the outer skin 
and the back with a sharp knife. 
Then she makes a biscuit dough 
which will be large enough when 
rolled out to the thickness of about 
an inch completely to envelope the 
ham. This dough is rolled out, and 
the ham laid on it. The edges are 
wetted, folded over, and carefully 
Pinched together, so that there is 
not any possible way for the steam 
to escape. 

Then the ham is laid in a baking 
Pan and put into a moderately hot 
oven. It is baked for three hours, 
care being taken to keep the heat

biscuit dough, which has become 
brown and hard, and set aside to 
cool. The woman who cooks her 
ham this way says it is far and 
away better than a boiled one, for 
the dough keeps in the fine flavor of 
the ham, some of which is bound to 
be lost in the boiling. 

I remember an old lady who kept 
a delicatessen store years ago, writes 
a correspondent, who invariably 
boiled her ham for two hours took 
it from the pot, cut off the skin, 
sprinkled the fat part with grated 
bread crumbs, and then put the ham 
back into a moderately hot oven for 
an hour, It tasted and cut much 
better than a ham which had _ been 
boiled all the time. 

Tf you wish to use a whole ham 
boiled for the table, and can put it 
on cold, it is nice to have it prettily 
decorated. You might bake the 
ham as described above. Then you 
must be sure that it is thoroughly 
cold before beginning to make it look 
pretty for the table. Beforehand 
you should have prepared a_ thick 
glaze by taking a pound of good, 
lean beef, putting it in an earthen 
jar with a half cupful of water, put- 
ting the cover on the jar, and seal- 
ing up the hole, through which the 
steam is usually allowed to escape, 
With a bit of bread or biscuit dough, 
or by putting a whole cover of the 
dough over the pot. Place this in 
the oven, which should not be too 
hot, and leave it four or five hours. 
Take it out, remove the meat, put 
the cover on the pot, and return it 
to the oven, leaving it till there is 
not over half a coffee cupful of liquid 
left in the pot. This is to be used 
as a glaze for the ham, and should 
be brushed all over the top of the 
ham while the glaze is warm. If the 
ham is quite cold the glaze will set 
quickly, and when it is dry a second 
coating should be put over it, re 
peating till the ham is smooth, 
brown and glossy. A small camel's 
hair brush can be used to put’ the 
glaze on. 

Put the ham away till the glaze is 
quite cold. Then it is ready for de- 
coration. Professional cooks use for 
this butter which has been worked 
until white, but it must be kept 
cold during the process, or it will 
get too soft. The butter can be 
used, white or colored with the

RUSSIAN HOME LIFE. 


Very Much the Same One 
With Another. ~ 


The daily life of a Russian couple 
of the wealthier classes is singular- 
ly regulur and monotonous, varying 
only with the changing seasons. In. 
summer the lord of the house gets 
up about seven o:clock and puts on, 
with the assistance of his valet de 
chambre, a simple costume, consist- 
ing chiefly of a faded, plentifully 
stained dressing gown. Having no- 
thing particular to do, he sits down 
at the open window and looks into 
the yard. ‘Toward nine o'clock tea 
is announced and he goes into the 
dining room—a long, narrow apart- 
ment, with bare wooden floor and no 
furniture but a table and chairs. 
Here he finds his wife with the tea 
urn before her. In a fey minutes 
the younger children enter the room, 
kiss their papa’s hand and take 
their places around the table. As 
this morning meal consists merely of 
bread and tea, it does not last long, 
and ail disperse to their several oc- 
cupations. 

The head of the house begins the 
labors of the day by resuming his 
seat, at the open window and having 
his Turkish pipe filled and lighted 
by a boy whose special function is 
to keep his master’s pipe in order 
The housewife spends her morning in 
@ more active way. As soon as the 
breakfast table has been cleared she 
goes to the larder, takes stock of 
the provisicns, arranges the meals 
and gives to the cook the necessary 
materials, with detailed instructions 
as to how they are to be prepared. 
The rest of the morning she devotes 
to her other household duties, 

Toward one o'clock dinner is 
ncunced an Ivanovitch prepares 
appetite by swallowing at a gulp a 
Wine glass of home made bitters.

The employment camphor 
as ¢ medicine in Ingland, 
Health, is not very old; it was usec 

in Germany before it becafne known 
in England, and in medical books of 
the last century it was called “‘cam- 
phire.’’ All kinds of healing proper 

ties were ascribed both by English 
and foreign doctors to the drug, of 
the importation of which from 
Japan the Dutch had the monopoly. 
Camphor was said to be a powerful 
antiseptic, to be a cure for hypoch: 
rondriasis, and to be useful in cases 
of epilepsy. 

It was administered mixed with 
vinegar, or rubbed up with a muci- 
lage of gum arabic, or combined 
with a certain quantity of sweet 
almonds. There cannot be any 
doubt that camphor has many modi- 
cinal uses, and 

COULD BE ILL SPARED 
from the pharmacopoeia, but there is 
some consolation to be found in the 
fact that it is possible to prepare 
artificial camphor by the mutual ac- 
tion of hydrochloride acid gas and 
oil of turpentine, which produces . a 
white substance possessing a cam- 
phorlike odor and which is soluble 
in alcohol, 

Camphor, condiments and the cor- 
dial which he himself invented, and 
o which he gave his own name, were 
fhe three chief specifics recommended 
for the cure of almost every ailment 
to which human flesh is heir by the 
skilful chemist and fervid republican, 
Raspail. Year after year, in his 
once popular Almanack, the virtues 
of camphor were extolled, and, could 
the French savant revisit the 
glimpses of the moon, his spirit 
would be sorely trowbled by the in- 
telligence that, in all probability, 
there is likely to be a scarcity of 
camphor. Since the war the imports 
of the odorous drug have fallen off 
to a prodigious extent. It is not 
only, however, on Japan that we 
depend for camphor. 

Almost all the camphor of com- 
merce is the product of the camphor 
laurel, or camphor tree, which is a 
native not only of Japan, but of 
China, Cochin China, and Formosa, 
and its cultivation has been intro- 
duced into Java and the West Indies, 
two regions which have certainly not 
been affected by 

THE WAR IN THE FAR BAST. 

The Chinese camphor tree is found 
in Kwang Si and Sukien, and af- 
fords both timber and gum for  ex- 
portation and domestic use. 
The gum is procured from the 
branches, leaves and chips by first 
soaking them in water until the 
liquid becomes saturated with it, 
when it is turned out into an earth- 
en basin to coagulate, and undergoes 
other treatment. It comes to market 
in a crude state, and is usually 
again refined after reaching Europe. 

There is also an oil extracted from 
camphor, which rarely comes to 
Europe and the article made in Bor- 
neo and Sumatra is so much esteem- 
ed in the Bast that even in markets 
of Japan 200 pounds of camphor of 
the latter country used to be given 
in exchange for one pound of the 
product of the former. The Bornean 
camphor is white, like chalk, but has 
the same smell and taste as that of 
China and Japan. The natives  as- 
cribe extraordinary medicinal virtues 
to it, and frequently hang it, pow- 
dered, in bags around their necks or 
around their waists, wrists and an- 
kles, and, curiously enough, this 
use of powdered camphor was strong- 
ly advocated by Raspail.

In many parts of the ter- 
ritory a temperature of 40 to 60 
degrees below zero is not unusual, 
but, despite this forbidding weather, 
despite blizzards which rage for 
days, despite blinding snowstorms 
which would so confuse the novice as 
to make it impossible to know where 
he is going, the man trained to the 
trail and the dog team hardened to 
the work push forward undismayed, 
feeling their way in a country 
where not a landmark stands above 
the silence of the snow. ¥

On one of the minor forks of the 
Copper River lies a nugget of copper 
five cubic feet in size and weighing 
more than two tons.

FEEDING ON THE FARM. 


There is no better way of keeping 
Jand fertile than by feeding all crops 
upon it, because manure is fertility ; 
pretty quickly available, and we are 
less dependent upon the natural 
strength of the soil. More than!. 
this, the incorporation of manure |! 
With the soil furnishes both physical | 
an chemical conditions that enable 
the plant to use some of the origin- 


t 


of writers who assume that this is 
the only rational way, regardless of 
the fact that the Creator must have 
intended that peopte eat something 
besides meat and milk, and that 
grains, vegetables and fruits must 
be taken away from the farms pro- 
ducing them. If that be true it is 
a narrow view that is taken by any- 
one urging all to feed their farm- 
products for the sake of the land's 
fertility. Other ways of maintain- 
ing it are open to us. Half of the 
fertility of the crops now fed on the 
farm fuils to get back to the land 
through the manure on account of 
careless methods. This is woeful 
| Waste, because the plant-food in it 
is so readily available; but it is men- 
tioned to show that many a stock- 
}man is far more dependent upon the 
|natural strength of his land for 
| Plant-food than another may wholly 
jbe by keeping his soil in good phy- 
sical condition thiough sods and 
fertilizing crops without any feeding 
upon the farm. The method is un- 
safe in careless hands, and a good 
supply of manure is the best key for 
unlocking additional soil fertility; 
but the chief need of farmers to-day 
is to recognize the importance of 
good physical condition of the soil 
and to regard it rather than the 
amount of plant-food they may be 
putting into the ground or taking 
out of it. : 


BOYS ON TH® FARM, 


Lots of hoys are driven from the 
farm by the treatment they receive 
there. You cannot work a boy from 
ten to fourteen hours a day, be- 
grudging him a day off and depriv- 
ing him of an opportunity to make 
a little money, and have a little fun 
on his own account, and then expect 
that he is going to stay on the 
farm. Boys are not built that way. 
But if you treat them right, encour- 
age their originality and foster their 
development and the doing of things 
for themselves, the average boy is 
level-headed cnough to realize the ad- 
vantages cifered by rural life. Some 
fathers make the mistake of trying 
to drive hoys instead of working 
with them, or fail to recognize the 
rapidity with which a bright boy 
gains knowledge and experience  be- 
tween 12 and 20, and how quickly 
he may know more or have better 
judgment in some matters than his 
father. The parents are quite as 
offen at faule as the boys in those 
{cases when the complaint comes that 
the boys won't stay on the farm,

WHEAT FIELDS FAILING. 


United States Farmers 
Change Their Methods. 


A Washington despatch says:—‘‘O, 
great Wheat fields along the northe 
border are refusing to grow wheat 
said James Wilson, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture, on Wednesday, ‘‘and unless 
the American farmers change their 
method of growing this product there 
will be a large increase in the price 
of breadstufls. The evil day cannot 
!long be postpoued, notwithstanding 
the farmers of the Northwest believe 
they had solved the problem by per- 
| mitting the lands to lay fallow al- 
| ternate years. 

“At present the average production 
of wheat to the acre is eight bushels, 
while in Europe the farmers grow 
thirty. Last year the American 
wheat crop was sickly and this in- 
dicates that the land refuses to grow! 
wheat any longer on a profitable} 
basis. In order to save the wheat 
ficlds of the United States we have 
sent an expert to the northern part 
of Norway and Sweden to find 
legumes which will grow in cold cli- 
mates. 

“If the wheat farmers of the great 
Northwest expect to grow wheat at 
a profit they must rotate their crops. 
At present we have no ieguminous 
plants which will grow in the North- 
west that can be rotated with wheat. | 

“With a continued decrease in the! 
yield in the Northwest the farmers} 
of Towa, Illinois. Kansas and Ne} 
braska will begin growing wheat 
again, but they will not do so until 
they can get at least a dollar a 
bushel for it,’’

Replying to questions by members, 
Mr. Ruddick stated that there can 
never be any trade in butter between 
New Zealand or Australia and Can- 
ada, with the excessive freight and 
duty of four cents per pound. The 
Japanese are commencing to use but- 
ter, and there is a prospect of a 
profitable trade with that country. 
Canadian butter is also recapturing 
the market in the Yukon. 

Prof. Ruddick believed there was 
more cheese and butter being  pro- 
duced in Quebec now than in Ontar- 
io. 

He showed that there is room for 
a good deal of improvement in the 
average production of milk by Can- 
adian cows. In Denmark, the inves- 
tigation of one of his officials had 
shown the lowest average for herds 
was 5,000 pounds of milk per cow 
per year, while some herds went up 
to 11,000 pounds. In Canada the 
average is more like 3,000 pounds, 
with a few as high as 5,000. 

In reply to Mr. A. F,. MacLaren, 
Mr. Ruddick gave particulars of the 
method of covering cheese with paraf- 
fine wax, and said that, though it 
inet with objections in the old coun- 
try, still it is making its way, and,

No one in London society 
what a “horse wedding’’ was, 
when the rumor began to circulate in 
town and country houses that Gwen- 
dolan Evans was to be marricd at | 
a “horse wedding’’ there wero Un- 
certain Jittle gasps of astonishment 
among maids and matrons.

Lord Brassey, in the course of a 
lecturo to the Institution » Civil 
Engincers on naval shipbuileug, said 
the latest official statinf'.s showed 
England held a commanding position 
in numerical strength of its flect, but 
the rapidity with which vessels be- 
came obsolete made it imperative 
that the designs und principles of 
construction of future vessels should 
receive carefu] attention. 

Lord Brussey thought they should 
careflly watch the work in progress 
for foreign navies, and he instanced 
four vessels of the Vittorio Emman- 
uel type now building for the Italian 
navy. In the growth of dimensions, 
England has always led the way, he 
said, and in the hands of her skilful 
navy architects the growing dimen- 
sions had given more than a propor- 
tionate gain in fighting efficiency, 
but on the other side various argu- 
ments could be advanced that in 
naval battles numbers must tell, and 
if units were Jess costly more of 
them could be built. 

DANGERS STILL PRESENT.

NOTED BRITON’S CAREER 


THE LATE MARQUIS OF DUF- 
FERIN AND AVA. 
He Represented His Country in 
All Parts of the 
World. 


Lord Dufferin’s biography is just 
published in London. It is from the 
able pen of Sir Alfred Lyall, P. (oF 

The late Marquis, it will be remem- 
bered, achieved his most brilliant 
successes as his country’s ambassa- 
dor to the French capital, where in 
1896 he closed his great diplomatic 


career. A great man. Hear how 
he got angry with the Sultan: 
“He (the Sultan) said something 


about England wishing to acquire a 
Protectorate over Turkey. Upon 
this I turned upon him in great 
wrath, and told him I could not ac- 
cept such a statement, and required 
to know the grounds upon which it 
was founded. He said that it was 
what other people suggested, upon 
which, with great warmth, I told 
him he was surrounded in his palace 
by people who knew nothing of Bur- 
ope and European politics, or of the 
political forces of the world, and 
that they were driving him and his 
Empire to the devil, I could ‘not 
help thinking that the Sultan was 
rather pleased than otherwise at 
hearing his friends abused. We then 
both calmed down, and I led the con- 
versation into a pleasanter chan- 
arty 
But everything concerning Russia 


is now of interest, and Sir Alfred 
Lyall writes: 


“On February 18th, 1880, Lord 


Dufferin was dining with the French 
Ambassador, when Monsieur de 
Giers, the Russian Minister, who 


was also present, mentioned that he

happened. The Duchess of Edinburgh 
I am told, showed remarkable cour- 
age and presence of mind, her apart- 
ments being in very close proximity 
to the scene of the catastrophe.”’ 

A mine had been fixed In the base- 
ment under the room where the m- 
peror was to dine. But the Czar 
was late, and had not arrived. While 
he escaped scathless, eight soldiers of 
the guard were killed and forty-five 
wounded, 


One can imagine the undignified 
plight of the Russian general as re- 
vealed by the following extract: 

“Rumors had been abroad for 


months past (wrote Lord Dufferin) of 
a conspiracy to blow up the Palace, 


which had been kept crammed 
with soldiers ever since the Emper- 
or’s return—a strange method of 
precaution against a gunpowder 


plot; but, according to Lord Duffer- 
in, the imbecility of the special 
household police had been  super- 
human. The general commanding the

blew up; the men working the pulleys 
fled, and left him suspended midway 


FOR NEARLY TWO HOURS, 
while everyone was searching 
him; and ‘his friends imagined that, 
having been at the bottom of the 
plot, he had withdrawn himself from 
public observation.’ Military rein- 
forcements were hurriedly summoned; 


the soldiers dropped cartridges as 
they ran through the strects, and 
these were exploded by the wheels of 
Passing carriages, increasing the 
panic and bewildering the police, who 
pounced upon tho drosky of an un- 
lucky English governess, and drag- 
ged her off to prison on the chargo 
of having fired a pistol.”* 

Poor little Mnglish governess! It 
is to be hoped the police got over 
their fright.

When the victim came 
to, he extracted, under threat of 
torture, a complete revelation of all 
the police plans against himself and 
his fellow outlaws.

With one ‘excep- 
tion—that of a quick-witted Bristol 
man—they were all Canadian born; 
and if they were a _ fair average 
sample of the native population, I 
shoud judge that Canada is breed- 
ing a race of men of a sane mental 
and moral, as well as sound physi- 
cal stock. Will it be believed that | 
“Yes, Sir,” and “No, Sir,’’ are 
common forms of speech among 
them? A man here is Sir to his 
fellow-laborers—not a. ‘‘bloke,’ a 
“cove,’’ or an “ole cock,’’ or such 
like vulgarism. 

Courtesy of speech, gentleness

to be liabitual to the Canadian 
woodsmem. The men respect them- 
selves and each other. ‘They work 


willingly; the foreman have no need 
to drive them—would not, apparent- 
ly, be able to do so if they wished. 
They work and live together like bro- 
thers, and in camp here I have been 
in the company of gentlemen. Their 
very speech is that of educated men, 


pointed, reasonably exact and free 
from obscenities and senseless ex- 
crescences. 


BFFECT OF EDUCATION. 

The maritime provinces, I believe, 
spend a large proportion of their 
revenues on their schools. Better 
evidence of the excellence of the sys- 
tem of clementary education in New 


Brunswick and Quebec could not 
have been furnished than the con- 
versation of these forest workers. 


Not only did it show a fair know- 
ledge of the world’s affairs—it Was 
wondrously rich in woodland lore 
and in the bird and animal life of 
hillside, lake and river—but it also 
revealed a capacity for independent 
thought, a sure grip of an idea, in- 
sight, and the gualities which are 
usually associated with highly-train- 
ed minds.

He fitted it upon 
his own head to replace that lost in 
the early morning struggle. His ac- 
tion appealed to the simple humor 
of those round him; they clapped him

FAILURE NOT COUNTED. 


There is the story of the young 
officer who is stirrownded in a farm 
house by Cossacks. He has valuabie 
information which must reach the 
general.

He sets fire to 
the farm House to enable one of his 
men to escape with the message in 
the confusion, and then the little 
party rush and die upon the bayon- 
ets of their captors.

His Buggy Collided With a Ckem- 
ical Engine.

After plowing I first use a  olod 
crusher to level the ground and then 
apply a 8 1-3—10—5 fertilizer made 
according to ny own formula from 
nitrate of soda, dried blood, acid 
phosphate, muriate and sulphate of 
potash, at the rate of about 1800 
pounds to the acre. ‘This year I 
have applicd about the half of it 
where the row of peas is to be, cul- 
tivating or harrowing it in thor- 
oughly, thus putting the ground in 
the best condition possible so early 
in the season, 

The rows ate staked out 84 to 4 
feet apart. Tour feet is best unless 
the furrows are made very straight. 
A single shovel plow is used, A fur- 
row is first made a little to one side 
of the row of stakes and peas’ by 
hand in it, using a quart to a 230- 
foot row. ‘The shovel plow is then 
run close above, and just near 
enough to nicely cover the peas ~in 
first furrow about 1 inch deep. In 
the second furrow thus made in cov- 
ering the peas in the first, peas are 
planted as in the first furrow, and 
covered with the plow .in\ the same 
way. Thus a double row is made

6 INCHES BETWEEN THEM, 
In this space in the row, small 
sharpened locust stakes are driven

Bul a young male every two years, 
securing tho best stock possible, 

In spring, when clover is largo 
enough to furnish feed, T turn the 
soWs and the mals when he is quict 
ond kind, into a smal lot of clover 
or into the orchard where there is a 
place made to shelter them from the 
sun and rains, Where they are kopt 
during summer and are fed milk and 
slop or wator with middlings or a 
little corn and outs chop. Feed is 
given three tiines a day during the 
entire season. With these hogs I 
also allow my shotes to run and 
they live on clover, fallen apples and 
milk slop until they are to be penned 
up for fattening. In this way hogs 
can be carried cheaply over the sum- 
mer and kopt healthy. 

When a sow is nearly due to far- 
row, she is placed in the pig house 
in a compartment by herself and 
kept there until the Pigs are a week 
old. Then she and the little ones 
are let out during the day to get 
exercise, This prevents thumps. All 
the promising young sows are allow- 
ed to run and are either allowed to 
breed or are sold readily for breed- 
ers. 

At five or six weeks the young 
Pigs are taken from the sow and put 
into a pen by themselves, where they 
ure kept clean and comfortable and 
fed on milk, oats, middlings and a

Tor Alaska, my favorite early va- 
riety, 12-inch wire is used. For Gra- 
dus and other kinds of about the 
same height, 24-inch wire is neces- 
sary, but above that width the cost 


of wire is too great, so I rarely 
plant the high growing kinds. The 
remainder of the fertilizer will be 


applied between the rows about the 
time wire is put up, and cultivation 
will follow. One or two applications 
of nitrate of soda are made before 
the vines reach the top of the wire 
netting, to keep up the growth and 
to keep the color a dark green. 
Other plantings are made same as 
the first, according to scason. The 
second and later plantings are of the 
Gradus, Senator 
(last year my first), Yorkshire Hero 
and Improved Fride of the Market. 
Later plantings are covered 2 inches 
or more. 

Alaska is selected for the earliest 
planting on account of its extreme 
Hardiness. It does not often rot in 
the soil, and its quality is good if 
growth is quick and peas are picked 
just as soon as they are large 
enough. Tor putting on fertilizer a 
distributer is used, which is run by 
hand, very much like a wheelbarrow. 
Any quantity can be put on in a 
width of from 8 to 30 inches be- 
tween or along rows. I do my own 
marketing ard by having peas ready 
to sell early in June I have practi- 
cally no competition, and they come 
in nicely with strawberries, the two

There are about 1,000 graves in 
the cemetery which this clergyman 
saw fit to turn into a menagerie— 
and incidentally into a playground 
for the children of the choked-up dis- 
trict. Of course, each grave had its 
headstone and when Mr. Horsley set 
about transforming the place he had 
all these headstones removed and 
stacked up alongside the iron fence 
which separates the cemetery es 
the street. Afterward he had t 
Poles put up for his monkeys and 
provided suitable accommodation for 
the rest of his menagerie. 

The owls are in a big cage, the 
pigeons occupy a second, and _ the 
white rats a third, while the guinea 
pigs have a big runway enclosed by 
a wire netting, inside of whose con- 
fines they have eaten long graves 
quite bare. This to the further dis- 
gust of the many Walworth folk 
whose wrath was kindled to start 
with by the introduction of the mon- 
keys. In fact, the vestry council of 
the district has been appealed to sev- 
oral times with a view to making 
the Reverend Mr. Horsley eject his 
menagerie from the cemetery, but so 
far the councilors have supported the 
Parson, 


CRYPT A CLUBROOM, 


This ingenious divine first became 
known to fame outside the scene of 
his intensely earnest, if rather start- 
ling activities, when he performed 
another feat only less novel in its 
way than that of transforming his 
graveyard into a recreation ground 
and menagerie. This was several 
years ago, when Mr. Horsley, at a 
loss for a clubroom in which to 
gather the young men of his parish, 
determined to make one out of the 
crypt of the church, which at that 
time was filled with the bodies of 
As the church 
was then, there was not a_ single 
room in it that could be utilized for 


the purpose of attracting those of 
Mr. Horsley’s young parishioners, | 


who otherwise would spend their 
evenings in dives. There wasn't any 
place in the district either that Mr. 
Horsley thought he could fix up to 
his satisfaction, and so it was that 
he determined to get the space need- 


ed by forcing the crypt of Saint} 
Peter's to disgorge. The place was! 
literally filled with coffins, of which 


had been there for a century or more 
—the, church being over 800 years old 
—but in a comparatively short time, 
the energetic pastor had got the last 
of the caskets out of the crypt and 
seen to it that all the remains were 
reburied in consecreated ground in 
the suburbs of Woking. Then he had 
the crypt thoroughly disinfected and 
after being whitewashed and painted 
and supplied with a few necessary 
fittings, it made exactly the sort of 
room which the pastor needed. It is 
now a favorite rendezvous for the 
young men and some of the young 
women of the district and contains 
among other things an excellent

Unusual, however, as the Gorleston

That 
was by giving them a place in which 
sparring matches could be held in a 
comfortable and scientific manner. Of} 
course, Mr. Jay tried a lot of other} 
things first—amongst them, the con-| 
ventional reading-room, and quar-| 
ters where games could be played— 
but nothine fetched the hard citizens 
of the district until the clergymen 
fixed up a twelve-foot ring in a room 
over a stable, provided boxing gloves 
and told the local aspirants for

Profits Were Banked the Same as 
By Other Business 
Concerns. 


One of the most remarkable trials 
in the French criminal calendar has| 
been in progress at Amiens, France, 
during the past fortnight, The re- 
Velutions made are of the most as- 
tonishing character, and have shock-|} 
ed the whole nation. The principal 
revelation was the existence of a

Marihuana is a weed used by peo- 
ple of the lower class, and some- 
tinmres by soldiers; but those - who 


dress the committee of five sent out 
two clever travelers, who received a 
salary of $100 a month, all their ex- 
Penses, and a share of all the busi- 
ness done as a result of their efforts. 
It was the duty of these travelers to 
find out in the Provinces houses  in- 
habited -by persons of means, which 
could be safely burglarized during 
the absence of the owners. 

A SECRET CODE. 

A number of local correspondents 
kept the Paris committee advised of 
“possibilities,"’ as they were called. 
It was on receipt of such tips that 
one of the two eypert travelers was 
sent to investigate and report. The 
key of the special telegraphic code 
used by the organization was the 
French word of ten letters, ‘‘Portu- 
gaise.”” The letters of the word’ cor- 
responded with the ten numerals, 
thus, the numerals 7, 8, 3, 0, 4, 0 
(Arrete), preceded by a proper name, 
would mean that the person in ques- 
tion had been arrested, and so on. 

Every member of the gang had 
false names, and specially manufac- 
tured false voting cards, and other 
spurious identity papers. 

Mansions, villas, country houses, 
public houses, and even churches, 
were robbed in turn, If any one of 
the trust were unlucky enough to be 
arrested, his wife and family were 
supported by the committee while 
he was in prison. 

‘ TO KILI, TRAITORS. 

If he gave information to the police 
while under arrest, the other 39 
members were pledged not only to 
kill the informer, but also his wife 
and children. 

As soon as it had been decided to 
“crack a crib,"’ the gang traveled in 
groups of ten or twelve to the place 
selected, and they even succeeded in 
obtaining special rates from the rail- 
Way companies by giving themselves 
out as music hall companies travel- 
ing in the provinces. As soon as the 
burglary had been committed the 
proceeds were taken directly to 
Paris. All precious metal wag melt- 
ed down, 

SEEN AT WORK, 

After committing robberies all over 
Trance, tho gang was finally run to 
earth, owing to one of their depre- 
dations at Abbeville. The landlord 
of a cafo, being unable to sleep ono 
night owing to the toothache, was 
spi out of his window about 
midnight, and saw lights in the villa 
opposite. "Chis was in April, 1903. 

Knowing that the lady owning the 
houso was away, the publican at 
once went to inform the police. By 
the time that they arrived the burg- 
lars had been alarmed, and fled along 
the country road to Amiens, where 
three of them, including the chief, 
& man named Jacob, arrived at the 
country station at Pont Remy, ‘There 
thoy took tickets for Calais. 

SHOT POLICEMAN, 

When the police came up to arrest 
them on suspicion, the mon drew 
their revolvers and shot ono of them 
dead, and seve y wounded another. 
An exciting man-hunt ensued, but 
eventually two of the gang wore ar- 
rested in a marsh not far from 
Amiens. At that time the police had 
no idea of the vast organization of 
the trust, and the two men arrested 
refused to supply any information 
about themselves, Some letters seiz- 
ed by the police at the postoffice of 
Abbeville set the detectives on a 
cluc, Which showed that one of the 
men who had several aliases was 
really named Jacob, and that he 
seemed to give directions to a num- 
ber of people all over the country 

TRICK OF POLICE, 

A watch was set at his houge in 
Paris, and soon the third man, who 
had been concerned in the murder of 
the policeman, was arrested. It was 
discovered that this man, Whose 
name was Bour, had a revolver with 
a rifled barrel of elght grooves As 
the bullet found in the murdered

SAVE THE MOISTURE. 


Importance of Forests Is. ‘Beyond — 
Computation. 


The rapidity with which a fresh, _ 
brisk wind will dry clothes on the ~ 
fine is familiar to every housewife. 
Almost intuitively one swings in the 
air anything from which one wishes — 
to have a trace of moisture removed, 
ece of writing when one has 
mislaid the blotting-paper. Fro! 
the same principle it follows 
where land tends to dry too rapidly, 
under the influence of constan 
breezes, rows of trees planted as 


It often happens on great Plains, — 
where the natural precipitation 
hardly up to the needs of agriculture, 
that extra fresh evaporation, duc te 
prevalent high winds, still further 
accentuates the difficulty. In such 3 
conditions the “‘shelterbelt,’’ or wind- 


break, illustrates anew the maxim- 
that “a penny saved is a penny — 
earned.” ; 


The effect of the wind in increasing — 
the evaporation of water surfaces has 
long been known. Recent experiments — 
show that it is the samo with the 
moisture of the land, and that soil — 
several hundred feet away from a 
windbreak dries. up half as fast 
again as that near by—a difference — ; 
not wholly accounted for by the 
greater shade. A Jake in the woous 
will evaporate only half as fast as 
one in the open- ~. 

This is by no means the only ad- 
vantage of the lines of trees which 
form so conspicuous a feature of 
many European landscapes. Orchards 
need protection against the gales 
that often accompany the summer 
storm. Gardens are more successful 
when thus surrounded. Domestic ani 
mals, more dependent than man on 
nature's moods, derive great benefit: 
from any tempering of the extremes 
of heat and cold.

WORN-OUT SEA CRAFT. 


Coast of West Africa a Boneyard 
For Once Famous Ships. 


If you were to 


visit some of the 
Ports on the coast of West Africa 
which are not yet provided with 
docks and other facilities for shipping! 
you would seo the hulks of many 
steamers, some of them formerly 
well known in Atlantic ports, that 
in the day of their decline are play- 
ing a Very humble role. 

Worn out and dilapidated, their 
years of sea service ended, they are 
moored near the mouths of rivers, 
inside the bar, and take the place 
of warehouses. The palm oil, palm 
kernels, groundnuts, rubber, ivory 
and other commodities which those 
regions have to sell are stored on 
board these old vessels, 

Tn the deckhouses are the quarters 
of the agents of European trading 
steamers come into the ports they tie 
the natives for these articles. When 
steaners come into the ports they tie 
up to the hulks and load with the 
accumulated freight. 

One of the most important of these 
ports is Bonny, on a branch of tie 
Niger delta. It has long been devov- 
ed to legitimate trade, but it was 
once the most frequented station of 
the slavers.

John Bull's Partiality for a glass 
of beer is such a well-established fact 


that one learns With astonishment | g. 


can be estimated, 600,000 barrels, or 
21,600,000 gallons. 

These figures suggest quite an 
alarming diminution in his thirst; 
and yet, colossal as they are, they 
really only mean that out of every 
fifty-elght glasses, speaking approxi- 
mately, with which he quenched his 
thirst In 1903, he has dropped one in 
the following twelve months, so that, 
a 
there still remains an ample margin 
for further retrenchment. 

How much beer does John actual- 
ly consume in twelve months? The 
question is an interesting one, and 
the figures are certainly startling. 
To say that his normal thirst at pre- 
sent demands 1,268,748,000 gallons 
of beer to satisfy it conveys little to 
the mind, although the figures are 
vaguely impressive. But let us in 
fancy provide a vessel large enough 
to contain a year’s supply of beer 
for the United Kingdom, and then 
We shall get a striking conception of 
what they really mean. 

Let us construct a reservoir 1,000 
feet long, 1,000 feet wide, and 203 
feet high, and fill this colossal re- 
ceptacle to the very brim; we shall 
then have just enough beer to keep 
John Bull going for

Bonny in the first twenty years of 
the ninotcenth century. Bonny is 
to-duy one of the greatest markets 
for palm oil, and 20,000 tons are 
sometimes shipped to Europe in a 
year. 

Until quite recently 
smallest and most 
hulks at Bonny was all that was left 
of a vessel which in her primo was 
one of the most popular <iips sailing 
from New York in the transatlantic 
trade. She was the old Adriatic of 
the Collins Line. 

The Adriatic was for years very 
popular with passengers as one of 
the best and most comfortable boats 
of the line, and many a traveler 
would book for no other vessel, pre- 
ferring to wait till the sailing day 
of the Adriatic “me around. After 
the service was \ -hdfawn the Adria- 
tic became one of a new line of ves- 
sels, with Galway, Ireland, as the 
home port. 

This venture was not successful, 
and aiter the Adriatic had been laid 
up at Birkenhead for a number of 
years and was about to be knocked 
to pieces for old iron she was finally 
bought for a song and taken to 
Bonny as one of the storage hulks 
for the African Steamship Company 
of Londen, 

The day came at last when the old 
vessel was worthless even for storage 
Purposes. She would scarcely hang 
together, and the work of pumping 
her out had become tco arduous; so 
she was towed up the river a little 
way, her nose was poked into a 
swamp and there she was leit to 
fall to pieces at her leisure.

Such an ocean of beer takes a great 
deal of drinking. In fact, in order to 
dispose of it, John must consistently 
pour 144,830 gallons down his capa- 
cious throat every hour, night and 
day, throughout the year; or, in 
other words, he must, every sixty 
minutes, drain the contents of a 
bottle as high as the Nelson Column 
and with a circumference of 40ft. a 
bottle so stout that seven tall men 
could barely touch fingers round F 
while every minute of the hour he 
must, to complete his task within 
allotted time, drain the contents of 

OVER 38,600 TUMBLERS... 
But he does it, and is quite ready 
to tackle another bottle the moment 
the clock strikes. 

To satisfy his twelve months’ 
thirst for beer he spends at the rate 
of considerably over $10,000,009 a 
week; so that it might well bring a 
hundred millionaires to the  worlk- 
house to pay his beer-bill for twelvo 
months. Every minute, night and 
day throughout the year, he puts 
down $1,005, to say nothing of odd 
shillings and pence, for his glass of 
beer. 

Towards this great bill the British 
working man alone contributes some- 
thing like $400,000,000, the share of 
each working family being, roughly, 
$53.25 a year, or a contribution of 
more than 56 cents out of every 
pound of its income. If to this we 
add the cost of spirits, we find that 
the average family of the working 
classes spends a full sixth of its 
income on spirituous refreshment. To 
supply John Bull with his beer keeps 
nearly 6,000 brewers busy the whole 
year round, and of these eight brew 
over 1,000,000 barrels a year and 
ten produce over 500,000; while in 
England and Wales alone there are 
over 108,000 houses licensed for the 
supply of the beverage. 

Although the German is credited 
with an abnormal thirst for beer, the 
Briton can give him three gallons a 
year and still beat him; while for 
every glass the American drinks ho 
consumes two and has made a good 
start on number three.—London Tit- 
Bits,

DUST SPRAYING. 


The use of dust poisons to destroy 
insects and fungi in our orchards is 
as yet in an experimental stage, but 
those who have carried on the exper- 
iments in the largest and most thor- 
ough way, speak very highly in 
praise of the method. Like all other 
new methods of doing things, there 
are always some who do not do it 
then condemn the method 
because they do not succeed writes 
Mr. G. E, Rowe. 

I have only used it one year, but! 
obtained splendid results and I shall! 
use it again this year, I use lime as | 
a carricr and a whirlwind duster 
machine, weighing about 75 pounds, 
to scatter the dust. In this lime I} 
put copper sulphate and arsenite, so 
as to havo in ono mixture a complete 
insoctitide and fungicide, the same as 
I would in the water solution or 
bordeaux. I take 100 pounds stone 
lime and place it in a tight mortar 
box 10 feet long and 5 feet wide, 
with boards 1 foot high on _ sides 
and ends.

Over this 100 pounds dry, hot, 
well-slaked lime I sprinkle 16 pounds 
pulverized copper sulphate, for fungi, 
ten pounds powdered sulphur for 
scale and lice, one pound paris green 
for chewing insects, codling moth 
and curculio, then stir thoroughly

Vhis amount of dust 
will go over from five to eight acres

The 
trees are never too dry to hold 
enough of this dust to destroy the 
pests and if applied 24 hours before 
arain it will not wash off, for it 
soon forms a paste with natural 
moisture on leaves and bark of trees. 


I apply the dust at the same seasons

Products of Value in Various 
Breakfast Foods and 
Battleships. 


No other great crop has so many 
diversificd uses as Indian corn and 
this diversity, together with the di- 
versity to which it leads, is largely 
the reason why it forms the founda- 
tion of Uncle Sam’s agricultural 
Prosperity. 

The farmer has no use for his 
wheat except to sell it, and it is 
either ground directly into flour or 
it is exported and ground abroad. 

The cotton-grower of the south 
cannot utilize his crop himself. Ho 
has no choice but to sell it, and it

The money centres do not figure on 
furnishing funds “‘to move the corn 
crop’’ each year, as they do cotton 
and wheat.

a lubricant; a kind of vulcanized 
rubber, and numerous stock foods.

MAKING 


A CEMENT FLOOR, 


Excavate to a depth of six or 
eight inches and make bottom level 
Where cement floor is laid. Fill in 
with gravel or broken stone, or 
both, thoroughly wet and tamp 
down solid. For stables, give the 


surface a slant from manger to gut- 


ter of one and one-half inches, ‘The 
tamping of foundation is very im- 
portant to prevent splitting and 


cracking the cement. 

Mark place for gutter at from six 
feet three inches to six feet eight 
inches, according to size of cow. Gut- 
ter should be dug three inches wider 
and deeper than wanted when finish- 
ed. It should be nearly level from 
end to end and when finished eight 
inches deep, Make a box four feet 
long and 8x18 in outside measure, 
to use in laying the gutter, 

If foundation posts are used, mea- 
sure back from manger the proper 
oistance and drive pieces of one-inch 
pipe eighteen inches long into the 
ground, leaving six inches above sur- 
face to set foundation posts on by 
boring hole in the lower end to re 
ceive the pipe. Posts set in the ce- 
ment will decay. Take a 24xG6-inch 
piece, long enough to reach across 
the floor the short way and a 4x2- 
inch strip of same leneth, 

Mix thoroughly one part cement to 
nine parts gravel, then sprinkle until 
damper than freshiy dug earth. Lay 
the 24x6-inch strip two feet from 
starting point and fill with concrete 
and tamp well even with top edge. 
Lay two and one-half inches of con- 
crete in bottom of trench and set 
tox in gutter, Till around it with 
concrete to within one-half inch of 
top. When Jast strip of concrete is

We have fed tons of skim milk to 
hogs with most excellent results, and 
have used several combinations. One 
that gave excellent results in making 
pork fast was wheat shorts and 
sweet skim milk mixed just so it 
would run. In connection with this 
protein slop we fed all the soakea 
corn the pigs would eat. - We have 
teen able on this kind of feeding, 
with pure-bred hogs, to make about 
fifteen pounds of gain from a bushel 
of corn, or, rather, from the price 
of a bushel of corn invested in milk, 
shorts and corn. The shoats had in 
addition to the above the run of 
clover pasture. Such results are 
rarely accomplished by swine feeders, 
but they show the possibility and 
value of combining feed coupled with 
good blood and careful feeding. 
Unless plenty of corn is allowed 
the mixture of shorts and milk 
would not be as good as the corn- 
meal and milk mixture, because both 
the milk and shorts are highly pro- 
tein in character, There would not 
be suficient carbohydrates and fat 
in the ration to properly Walance it. 
But with plenty of corn in such con- 
dition that shoats can use it with- 
out getting sore teeth it makes a 


the finishing coat. 

Place 4x2-inch strip on top of 
23xG-inch and apply on top of the 
concrete a layer of cement and sifted 
sand free from dirt, in proportion to 
one part cement to three parts sand.

The instructions are plain and by 
them any farmer can lay such a 
floor himself. here is one thing to 
be kept in mind: he gravel used 
in mixing the concrete must be ab- 
clean and free from sand, 
clay or loam, If stones are to be 
hod they may be crushrd or broken 
and used for the first or foundation 
layer, but sharp gravel is necessary 
for the finishing coat. Only the 
best cements shouid be used. 


VALUE OF FANNING MILLS. 


Improvement in live stock and 
grain farming is the order of the 
day. Antiquated ideas have no 


room in the brain of the progressive 


lfarmer of the twentieth century. 
When land is worth $100 per acre 
we must gict more out of it than when 
it is worth only a tenth of that 
amount, ‘To do this we must adopt 
modern methods and must work 
within the laws of nature. Like 
produces like, his is a principle 
well established. If we sow poor 


seed we need not expect to raise a 
good crop any more than we would 
expect to raise a good calf from a 
poor cow bred to a poor bull. 

We have to-day a large number of 
excellent fanning mills on the mar- 
ket capable of so grinding our grain 
as to make it possible fo separate 
the poor kernels from the good ones 
and thus materially aid in keeping 
up the yielding power of our grains. 
The old theory that a variety neces- 
sarily ‘‘runs out’’ after a number of 
years has been exploded. The rea- 
son varieties deteriorate is simply 
because enough care is not exercised 
in grading the seed from year to 
year; the fanning mill is not used 
as much as it should be. This is a 
great mistake. Even if a fonming 
mill could be put to no other use 
than to thoroughly grade the seed 
each year it would be a great money- 
saving piece of machinery for the 
farmer. 

Suppose a man raises 80 acres of 
small grain per year, and that he 
has gone to some expense in procur- 
ing good varieties. If he neglects to 
gave the best seed cach year his 
grains at once begin to deteriorate. 
In the course of five or six years 
their yielding power will have de 
creased fully five per cent, 

Suppose we consider that this de 
terloration amounts on an average 
to 2.5 per cent. per year for the first 
six years. For 20 acres of wheat, 
30 each of barley and oats, this 
would amount to an annual loss of 
30 bushels of wheat, 45 bushels of 
oats and 30 of barley. At 75 cents 
per bushel for wheat, 25 cents for 


oats and 35 cents for barley this 
would amount to a yearly loss of 
$40.50, ‘These figures are consorva- 


tive, and the value ot a fanning mill 
to the farmer is really more than 
this Indicates. The improvement in 
Varieties obtained from the use of av 
good fanning mill fg clear gain, as 
the cost of seeding and harvesting 
will not be any greater. 


FEEDING SKIM MILK, 


Skim milk is the most valuable ad- 
junct of the dairy, but many feeders 
do not scein to know just how to 
feed it for best results. Not in- 
frequently it is poured inte the pig 
trough clear, That will do for very 
young pigs, provided it {6 sweet, 
but for growing shoats much better 
results will be obtained if the milk 
is mixed with some kind of grain 
feed. © Cornmeal and skim milk, at 
the rate of three or four pounds of 
milk to one pound of meal, makes 
one of the bost balanced and most 
complote combinations for shoats 
than can be formulated, The meal 
is quito heavy and Inclined to set-

DOING AT TORONTO. 
HOSPITALS AND ASYLUMS. 

Hon. Mr. Hanna gave 
motion to ratify orders in Council 
bringing the Elliott Home, Guelph, 
under schedule B of the Charity Aid 
act, and the Toronto Free Hospital 
for Consumptives, the Queen Victor- 
ia Memorial Hospital (North Bay), 
the St. Frances General Hospital 
(Smith's Falls), and the Midlahd 
and Penetanguishene Hospital under 
schedule A of the same act. 

FIRE RANGERS APPOINTED. 

Twenty-two fire-rangers have bee. 
appointed for the districts bordering 
upon the Temiskaming & Northern 
Ontario Railway. Their work com- 
mences immediately and continues 
until the winter sets in again. There 
are great stretches of pine timber 
along the railway, and the danger 
from fire now that the line is par- 
tially in operation, and in view of 
the influx of prospectors owing to 
the rich mineral discoveries near the 
railway, has greatly increased. For 
that reason the fire rangers mention- 
ed will begin their duties earliér than 
usual, They are picked men from all 
sections of the Province. 

TO AMEND AGRICULTURE ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Monteith gave notice of 
the following bills: To amend the 
agriculture and arts act by provid- 
ing that township fairs be held in 
the most central locality. 

To amend the act to provide for 
the incorporation of co-operative 
cold-storage associations by extend-

LIVE STOCK DEPARTMENT. 


Orders in Council have been passed 
appointing Mr. A. P. Westervelt Sec- 
retary of the live stock associations, 
and Mr. D. T. Elderkin, clerk of the 
associations, director and clerk re- 
spectively of the live stock branch 
of the Department of Agriculture. 
Hitberto’ the work has beon handled 
by the associations, but the change 
is being made in order that the Ag- 
riculture Department may have more 
direct control. The winter fair at 
Guelph and the easter fair at Otta- 
wa will, however, be conducted as 
formerly by the associations. 

TAXATION OF RAILWAYS. 

Replying to a question by Wr. 
Preston (South Brant), Mr. Foy 
stated that as the Railway Taxation 
Commission's report had been pre- 
sented so late, the Government was 
not considering the introduction of 
legislation regarding the taxation of 
railway corporations, or of telephone 
or telegraph companies. 

TEMISKAMING RAILWAY. 

Dr. Reaume informed Mr. Har- 
court that up to date the expendi- 
tures on the ‘Temiskaming Railway 
had totalled $5,009,210,90, made 
up as follows:—First section, ac- 
counts paid, $4,240,114.82; &.c- 
counts unpaid, $7,993.28; second sec- 
tion, accounts paid, $642,740.64; 
accounts unpaid, $118,362.16. 

NEW RAILWAY CLAUSE. 


The adjourned consideration of the 
bill of the Ontario Electric Com- 
pany before the Railway Committze 
developed a new feature in the policy 
of the Government. This appeared 
in the additional clause by which 
the bill was amended, a clause, said 
Hon. Adam Beck, which will be add- 
ed to all future railway charters, 
whether newly granted or those 
which may be renewed.

BURNED TO A CINDER. 


Farmer Near Ottawa Meets Death 
in Midnight Fire.

the British Army in peace time can 
be casily met within the four corners 
of the United Kingdom. That de 
mand is not large, and may be tak- 
en as a normal one of 2,500 horses 
annually, rising in certain years to 
possibly 3,500 of all kinds and 
classes. 

There is an idea abroad, and cer- 
tain ministers and statesmen in this 
country have brought it forward and 
may be considered responsible for} 
it, that if the Imperial Government 
will vurchase annually a fixed num- 
ber of horses, say from 800 to 500, 
in Canada, a great stimulus will be 
given to horse breeding generally, 
and to breeding of the military type 
of horse in particular. Falling in 
With this idea, the Imperial authori- 
ties are anxious to put it to the 
test and, for reasons of their own, 
they fully recognize the advantage 
that will accrue to the Empire from 
the opening up of a large and limit- 
less market that can be drawn upon 
to mect the immense demand that 
will be created in time of war. 

THE REAL QUESTION 
then that has now to be answered by 
the practical experiment of purchase 
during the next few mouths, is, can 
suitable horses be procured, and at 
an average price that will, when the 
horses are landed in England, fay- 
orably compare with that paid for 
remounts throughout Great Britain 
and Ireland? 

The average price paid in England 
is am open secret; it is £40, or say 
$200. The cost of freight and in- 
surance will certainly not exceed an- 
other $50, leaving $150, or possibly 
slightly more, to be raid for the 
animals selected on the spot. A 
higher price can be paid for horses 
of special color and type, such as 
horses suitable for officer’s chargers 
and Household Cavalry.
